Thefe 
Terreftrial Particles compofe the very Subftance of 
the Plant, and are conveyed to it, along with the 
pure Licu.cotary Water, with which they are in- 
corporated, as it is made to afcend by the Hear of 
the Siti. From this confideration it is plain that 
if the Land lay uneven and Mountainous, the 
moitture will rundown tothe Vallics, and fo the 
lofe its Principle of Vegetation. All Natural- 
lifts agree, thar Va!iies rife by atrerration, that is, 
by Earih continually brought down from the Tops 
of Monntains, by Rains and Snows, whence all 
Mounrains, become lower, and Vallies higher than

vers Conferences with the Principals of this Ke- 
publick, abour the Quartering {ome Imperial Re- 
giments in Liege, which Prince Eugene infitted 
upon, notwithftanding the [nhabitauts of that 
Town buy off, with a round Sum of Money, 
the Quartering of a greater Number of Trocps 
than at prefent they have ; That on the other hand, 
certain Sums furnifh’d by the Spanifth Netherlands 
for the Ufe of the Imperial Troops, have been em- 
ploy'd towards defraying the Expence of the Sieges, 
about which Pr. Eugene has made a great Naile, 
and demanded the making them good, without any 
Lofs of Time; Thar they have likewife deliberated 
upon the Succours to be fent to King Charles ; but 
have not yet fix'd how it fhall be ; And they fay, 
That thofe Succouis are to confift of 12000 Men, 


viz: 2000 Imperial Horfe, 70°0 Britifh, and 3000 


Walloons. 
Harwich, Dec. 2d. They Write that tue Ruffia 
Ships are fail’d from thence for the River, 


London, December the 6th.
